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In response to the Restriction requirement of June 21, 2005, I elect Group Ill- 
enhancing smokers' health - as the invention for this application . 
Since the essence of this invention is to strengthen smokers' health through three 
channels reducing the toxicity in tobacco smoke, offering extra nutrition to enhance the 
immunity of smokers, and eliminating the addiction in smokers' brains - and since the 
component ingredients in the liquid additive and the health pills are inseparable and 
interactive in rendering their functions, it is appropriate to choose Group 3 to demonstrate 
the fundamental thrust of this invention and regard other original claims as indispensable 
and supplemental compositions to Group 3. For instance, the health pill will not achieve 
the effect calculated in this invention without reducing the toxicity in the tobacco smoke 
to the extent designed. Another example is the benefit expressed in the original Claim 4 
"eliminating addiction safely and effectively" which relies on nothing independent but on 
the component ingredients in both the liquid additive and the health pills. In other words, 
it is impossible to achieve the patentable novelty without the claims on both products.

7-2000 mg of *Nicotinic acid 

33-2000 mg oPPyridoxine hydrochloride

of * Ascorbic acid. 

Clata 7. (New) A liquid additive supplemental to claim 5, comprising (for 100 grams 
of tobacco): 

0.7-1 5ml ofTween-80 

50- 1 00 ml of Hot water (55-60°C) 

7-134mg of Cerium dioxide 

0.2-10 ml of Sulfuric acid (5%-20%) V/V 

0.4-8mg of Selenium dioxide 

0. 1- 4 g of B-cyclodextrin
